ture out of the shelter. Respirator 
should be carried and one should be 
uble to put f on quickly. If how- 
ever, you are caught by the gas, fo 
Into the house, remove all clothing, 
and have a shower; if you ure nearer 
a first ald post, xo there instead, the 
lecturer said. After, or during a 
rald, do not walle through puddles 
of water, it is just possible that there 
is some gas present. Also avold, if 
Possible, passing through areas which 
are known to have been attacked 
(streets, alleyways, and so on). 


CHOOSING SHELTER 


The protection of buildings was 
then discussed. In selecting a suit~ 
able yus-proor room, certain factors 
have to be considered. If possible, 
ft should face soft ground, so that 
should a bomb fall near ‘it would 
make a deep crater and the splinters 
‘would probably fly high, most of 
them imissing ‘the window of your 
shelter, The basement or celar 
would ‘be best, provided that the 
ceiling above ft Is strong cnough to 
bear the weluht of the building above 
i, should it collapse; there must be 
a sccond entrance, in case the first 
is bloched; there should be no water 
pipes or sewage pipes near, because 
if these should burst. the basement 
Would be in danger of flooding.

“POSITIVE PEACE 
POLICY” 


The fairly widespread belief 
that Great Britain was about to 
take a more positive attitude in 
the chronic Czecho-Slovakiun 
dispute with the Sudeten German 
minority,. a belief which was so 
sincere on the part of many 
London commentators that they 
confidently predicted the terms 
of the new pronouncement of 
policy, has been short-lived. Sir 
John Simon, Chancellor of the 
(exchequer and himself a former 
Foreign Secretary, has Inocked 
the forecasts on the head. The 
British policy has not changed 
from what it was when the 
Prime Minister, Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain, made his Govern- 
ment’s stand known on: March 
24. There is no pledge to sup- 
port France in-any war in which 
she becomes involved as a 
result of her promise to defend 
the integrity of Czecho-Slovakia. 
Sir John Simon has reiterated 
that Great Britain’s is “a posi- 
tive policy of, peace.’ That 
must be presumed to mean that 


_| London continues to fight shy of 


commitments one way or an- 
other, but that His Majesty's 
Government will continue to use 
its influence and powers of per- 
suasion to. keep the peace of 
Europe. Beyond that the gen- 
eral public is left to guess at the 
British intention; all is dark 
und mere, unsatisfactory as- 
sumption. And yet perhaps the 
psychology behind this silence is 
deeper and wiser than it seems. 
There is always the question in 
the minds of the men who play 
at chess on Europe’s bloodied 
‘board: “What will Great 
Britain do?” That doubt, the

turned to the ground, his arms 
covering the back of it.

RUNCIMAN MISSION 

“For In the modern world there Js 
no ‘lintit to the reactions of war. In 
thia very case Czecho-Slovakia may 
be so critical for the future of 
Europe that it would be impossible 
to assume the Limit to the disturb- 
ance that the conflict might involve 
und everyone in every country who 
considers the consequences has to 
bear that in mind. The British 
Government has used its influence on 
both sides in the Czecho-Slovak dis- 
pute to urge the adoption of reason- 
nbleness in efforts to reach ao solu- 
ton. 

“We considered that it might be 
of assistance to them if there were 
placed at thelr disposal the services 
of somebody who had experience 
of statesmanship and affairs to act as 
investigator and medintor. This 
suggestion was welcomed by both 
parties and Lord. Runciman ngreed 
to serve. 

“Ho is not an arbitrator or judge; 
he [Is a mediator and friend and he 
is nt present in Prague In no sense 
as the British Government's repre- 
sentative but as the representative 
of all men everywhere who desire 
justice and love of peace,” 

Sir John Simon added that it was 
the duty of everybody concerned 
with world peace to do nothing 
to imperll a satisfactory solution. 

Earlier, Sir John, referring to Mr. 
Chamberlain, sald that he was fully 
restored to health after his recent 
ind{sposition. 

WAR NOT INEVITABLE 

Defining the Government's gen- 
eral policy in the realm of -forelgn 
affairs, Sir John described it-as “ao 
positive policy of peace.” as 

“For my part, I repel altogether 
the outlook which is tempted to suy 
that war is inevitable; as .thouch 
certain countries were bound to be 
our_enemies. 

“British {influence {s constantly 
thrown on the side of peace. Our, 
Tearmament raises no distrust among 
other nations because all the world 
knows that our arms will never be 
used for any aggressive purpose and 
Britain {fs making herself strong in 
order that she may herself be safe 
and thus’be a safe and effective 
friend of peace.” 

Expressing regret that the League 
of Nations had been gravely wenken- 
ed by the absence of a number of 
important nations, Sir John sald | 
that the League ideal—the substitu- 
tlon of reason and. law for force— 
was a fine and Inspiring one and 
Britain's work for its attainment 
would be continued. 

Concluding his outline of _ the 
essence of British policy, Sir John 
sald that he believed the peoples of 
qf other natlons had the same deep 
abiding love for pence and a corres- 
ponding hatred for war, as had, the 
people of Britain.—Reuter, : ‘ 
..The chancellor sald they would 
all have read the striking speech 
made the other day by the American 
Secretary. of State, in which Mr. 
Cordell Hull-lafd stress on the wide- 
spread reactions of war and on the 
necessity for substituting for use of 
force in International relations 
methods of friendly * co-operation.

‘he other two have not yet been 
identified. 

Most of the bodies bear machine- 
gun bullet wounds. One of them 
hos as many as 13 wounds. All of 
them are’ terrIbly“ bloated; ““maldng 
identification diMicult. 

The bodies still missing or un- 
identifled are those of Mr. Singloh 
Hsu, Mr. Sidney Yang (Yang Hsi- 
yuan), Mr. Li Chia-sung and Mr.

“POSITIVE PEACE 
POLICY” 


The fairly widespread belief 
that Great Britain was about to 
take a more positive attitude in 
the chronic Czecho-Slovakian 
dispute with the Sudeten German 
minority. a belief which was s0 
sincere on the part of many 
London commentators that they 
confidently predicted the terms 
of the new pronouncement of 
policy, has been short-lived. Sir 
John Simon, Chancellor of the 
xchequer and himself a formér 
Foreign Secretary, has knocked 
the forecasts on the head. The 
British policy has not changed 
from what it was when the 
Prime Minister; . Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain, made his Govern- 
ment’s stand known on March 
24... There. is. no pledge to sup- 
port France in any war in which 
she becomes involved as a 
result of her promise to defend 
the integrity of Czecho-Slovakia. 
Sir John Simon has reiterated 
that Great Britain’s is “na posi- 
tive policy of peace.” That 
must be presumed to mean that 


| London continues to fight shy of 


commitments one way or = an- 
other, but that His Majesty’s 
Government will continue to use 
its influence and powers of per- 
suasion to keep the peace of 
Europe. Beyond that the gen- 
eral public is left to gueds at the 
British intention; all is dark 
und mere, unsatisfactory as- 
sumption.. And yet perhaps the 
psychology behind this silence is 
deeper and wiser than it seems. 
There is always the question in 
the minds of the men who play 
‘at chess on Europe's bloodied 
‘board: “What will Great 
Britain do?” That doubt, the 
possibility that British might 
may ‘be thrown into any conflict 
as a determining factor may 
very well impell those who con- 
template some desperate venture 
to reconsider——-and, ‘Iet it be 
hoped, change forceful tacties 
for peaceful and prudent arbitra- 
tion. :

Eyston’s speed for the kilometre 
averaged 345.21 mph, in 6.48 
seconds. On the northward run: he 
averaged 340,01 mph. in 6.45 
seconds, nnd on the southward run 
344.15 mup.hi in 6.50 seconds. The 
former record for the kilometre was 
312,00 m.p.h. 


Eyston was accorded o grand re- 
ception at the timing stand, hundreds 
clambering over each other in efforts 
to shake his hand. “I was never jn 
diMeculties during the runs” he said, 
“and am tremendausly pleased at 
breaking the record because It re- 
presents a notable advance technic- 
ally. Now that we are learning 
more about the car, we are finding:

The consensus of military opinion 
seems to agree that « major battle 
between the massing Chinese and 
Jupynese troops ulong the Yangtse 
may be expected this week.

From, Matow, it Is expected, the 
Japanese will once more divert thelr 
Imain force towards the north: bani 
nnd there engage the defenders from 
Wusuch to Tienklachen, 


At the same time, attempts are
